Tongue  in  Their  Cheek 

COMMENTING  here  recently  on  the  Government’s  inten¬ 
tion  to  abolish  resale  price  maintenance,  we  confessed 
to  laughing  at  a  remark  of  the  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trade  when  he  said  that  the  only  people  who  need  be  afraid 
of  abolition  were  “unenterprising,  inefficient  traders,  who 
wanted  to  be  protected  against  competition.”  The  laugh  was, 
of  course,  a  figurative  one.  We  were  not  amused. 

Neither  are  we  amuseti  by  the  latest  example  of  mental 
acrobatics  by  a  Government  spokesman.  Speaking  against  a 
proposal  for  a  rebate  of  duty  on  petrol  used  for  bench-testing 
engines,  the  Financial  Secretary  to  the  Treasury,  Mr.  Douglas 
Jay,  said,  “There  is  no  case  for  giving  a  large  competitive 
advantage  to  a  form  of  transport  which  is  in  competition  with 
other  forms  of  transport  in  this  country.”  Yes,  he  said  just 
that.  By  the  shade  of  Stephenson’s  Rocket,  he  said  just  that! 

No  wonder  a  M.P.  asked  "What  is  the  Chancellor’s  bias 
against  the  piston  engine?”  He  got  no  reply.  Perhaps  he 
didn’t  need  one.  Perhaps  he  had  already  heard  of  the  railways. 
He  might  also  have  asked,  “What  is  the  Government’s  bias 
against  price  maintenance?”  But  again  he  might  not  have 
needed  an  answer.  He  might  have  heard  of  the  Co-operative 
movement. 

The  motor  industry  must  be  aware  by  now  of  the  strength 
of  these  two  forces  ranged  against  it.  It  must  know  that  the 
Government  puts  its  tongue  in  one  cheek  when  talking  of  the 
nationalised  railways  and  Co-operative  societies,  and  flicks  it 
smartly  to  the  opposite  cheek  when  discussing  the  motor  and 
other  industries.  But  what  is  being  done  about  it? 

Granted,  specific  cases  of  Government  bias  like  that 
against  resale  price  maintenance  are  being  tackled.  But 
where  is  there  evidence  of  a  long-term  plan  to  fight  the  railway- 
and-co-op  mentality  of  our  legislators?  For  the  umpteenth 
time,  we  appeal  to  the  motor  industry  to  appoint  that  publicity 
man.  Not  a  P.R.O.  for  the  Motor  Agents’ 

Association  as  has  been  suggested,  but 'a 
powerful  and  expert  voice  capable  of  speak¬ 
ing  for  all  motor  vehicle  Interests.

knowledge  of  how  the  equipment 
operates  and  the  servicing  it  requires 
is  likely  to  become  indispensable  to  the 
average  garagist  in  the  not-very-dis- 
tant  future. 

The  equipment  fitted  to  the  Austin 
A.90  consists  of  an  electric  motor 
driving  a  hydraulic  pump  which  forces 
the  hydraulic  fluid  into  double-acting 
jacks,  thus  raising  and  lowering  the 
windows  and  hood  (Figs.  1  and  2).  If 
properly  installed  and  maintained,  the 
equipment  gives  no  trouble,  and  has 
proved  surprisingly  reliable,  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  it  was  the  first  to 
be  fitted  to  a  production  car  in  this 
country. 

As  proof  of  this,  the  works  have  had 
little  demand  for  their  comprehensive 
supply  of  replacement  parts,  including 
reconditioned  units,  such  as  jacks. 

Trouble-shooting  routine 

If  a  car  is  brought  in  with  a  fault 
in  the  equipment,  the  following  sys¬ 
tematic  checking  procedure  will 
almost  certainly  rsveal  the  cause  of 
the  trouble: — 

Should  the  owner  complain  that 
none  of  the  services  operate,  press  one 
of  the  switches  and  listen.  The  motor 
may  then  be  heard  running  with  a 


grinding  noise.  This  is  always  caused 
by  lack  of  hydraulic  fluid,  and  the 
remedy  is  obvious.  If  the  hydraulic 
fluid  has  been  topped  up  recently,  a 
search  for  oil  leaks  should  be  carried 
out.  All  unions  should  be  checked, 
also  the  flexible  hoses  where  they  pass 
through  the  doors. 

Should  the  motor  not  operate  when 
the  switch  is  pressed,  then  there  may 
be  a  fault  in  the  switch  (Fig.  3).  In

the  case  of  a  window  switch,  this  can 
be  checked  by  pressing  the  other  win¬ 
dow  switch  on  the  opposite  side  of  the 
car  at  the  same  time,  if  the  faulty 
window  then  functions,  this  is  a  sure 
indication  of  switch  trouble.  Inci¬ 
dentally,  this  method  can  be  used  in 
an  emergency  for  raising  or  lowering 
a  window  after  switch  failure  has 
occurred.  A  replacement  switch 
should  then  be  fitted,  for  only  in  cases 
of  emergency  should  the  switch  be 
dismantled  and  the  contacts  cleaned.

be  made  to  dismantle  the  faulty  equip¬ 
ment. 

Should  the  mechanism  operate 
satisfactorily,  but  one  of  the  windows 
fail  to  remain  in  the  raised  position 
and  slowly  sink  back  into  the  door, 
then  it  is  possible  that  the  solenoid 
valve  concerned  is  not  seating  cor¬ 
rectly  owing  to  foreign  matter  between 
the  valve  needle  and  its  seat,  or, 
alternatively,  the  window  jack  piston 
seal  may  require  replacing. 

The  hydraulic  pump  gives  no 
trouble,  as  a  rule,  and  the  only  point 
to  watch  is  the  oil  seal  at  the  bottom 
of  the  pump  (Fig.  6),  for  should  this 
leak,  oil  will  enter  the  motor. 

No  trouble  is  usually  experienced 


with  the  Jacks,  but  it  is  advisable  to 
operate  all  services  —  especially  the 
hood — about  twice  a  month  during  the 
winter  months. 

Except  in  an  emergency,  no  attempt 
should  be  made  to  renew  the  seals  of 
a  hydraulic  jack.  Instead,  it  should 
be  sent  back  to  the  manufacturers  and 
exchanged  for  one  of  their  recondi¬ 
tioned  units. 

Should  any  other  snags  be  encoun¬ 
tered,  advantage  should  be  taken  of 
the  excellent  advisory  service  main¬ 
tained  by  W.  W.  Jenkins  (Chelten¬ 
ham),  Ltd.,  Telehoist  Works,  Swindon 
Lane,  near  Cheltenham,  Glos,  who 
are  an  associate  company  of  Wilmot- 
Breeden,  Ltd.

Stanley  S.  Dawes  re-elected  President 


Financial  improvement 

NSTITUTE  of  the  Motor  Industry  has 
made  continued  progress  In  all  its 
activities,  says  the  3bth  annual  report, 
which  was  unanimously  adopted  at  the  In- 
•tltute’s  annual  general  meeting  last  week. 

Membership  has  fallen  slightly  from  the 
1950  figure  of  5.979  to  5.924,  but  the  state¬ 
ment  of  accounts  show.s  an  excess  of  Income 
over  expenditure  of  £2.381  10s.  compared 
With  £1,029  Is.  2d.  the  previous  year. 

.  President  Stanley  S.  Dawes  said  it  was  a 
pleasure  to  present  so  satisfactory  a  report, 
for  it  showed  the  continued  keenness  of 
the  members  and  the  closest  co-operation 
with  the  motor  Industry  and  with  outside 
bodies. 

Mr.  Dawes  paid  tribute  to  the  continued 
oo-operation  of  St.  Catharine’s  College, 
Cambridge,  in  the  holding  of  the  IJH.I. 
summer  school,  but  he  regretted  that  the 
motor  Industry  was  slow  to  take  advantage 
of  this  link  between  Industrial  and  univers¬ 
ity  life.  The  1950  summer  school  was 
attended  by  52  members  of  the  institute 
and  the  Industry,  and  last  year  made  a 
profit  of  £15  5s.  lid.  compared  with  a  loss 
of  7s.  6d.  in  1949  and  <»f  £480  In  1948.  So 
far,  75  enrolments  had  been  received  for 
the  i951  summer  school. 

In  spite  of  the  higher  standards  now  re¬ 
quired  for  success  in  the  Institute’s  exam¬ 
inations,  the  results  had  been  most  gratify¬ 
ing  and  showed  progressive  improvement 


year  by  year.  An  excellent  type  of  student 
was  now  seeking  I.M.I.  qualification, 

’Thanks  to  immediate  support  by  manu¬ 
facturers  of  standing  In  both  countries,  the 
student  exchange  .scheme  with  Prance  had 
proved  most  beneficial.  The  Ford.  Vauxhall 
and  Nuflield  companies  were  participating 
this  year,  and  it  wae  hoped  that  another 
company  would  avail  themselves  of  an  ex¬ 
change  arrangement  with  Italy. 

Stanley  Dawes  was  Installed  as  President 
for  another  year  by  A.  F.  Durdin,  Chairman 
of  the  Council,  who  said  the  council  appre¬ 
ciated  the  work  he  had  done  and  was  doing 
for  the  I.M.I. 

Speaking  at  an  informal  lunch  following 
the  meeting,  the  President  said  It  would  be 
a  tragedy  If  their  industry  reverted  to  the 
cut-throat  competition  of  pre-war  years.  He 
was  confident,  however,  that  however  great 
the  temptation  In  the  years  ahead,  the  in¬ 
stitute’s  6,000  members  who  were  pledged 
to  an  ethical  standard  of  conduct  would 
act  as  a  purifying  Influence  on  the  industry.

Thousands  of  U.S.  Motor  Workers  Idle 


Ready  for  production  outs 

Us.  motor  Industry  began  to  lay  off 
thousands  of  workers  at  the  end  of 
•June,  ready  for  the  .severe  cuts  In 
civilian  car  piroduction  which  the  Govern¬ 
ment  had  ordered  for  July  1st. 

The  Chrysler  Corporation  said  that  the 
restrictions  on  the  use  of  steel,  copper  and 
aluminium  would  force  It  to  reduce  Its 
labour  force  by  20,000  production  and 
salaried  employees  The  Briggs  Manufac¬ 
turing  Co.,  which  makes  motor  bodies  for 
Chrysler,  immediately  announced  a  cut  of 
8,000  in  its  labour  force. 

Lay-offs  in  both  these  companies  are  of 
Indefinite  duration  and  mean  that  it  will 
be  months  before  the  men  can  be  re¬ 
employed  on  the  motor  Industry’s  huge 
rearmament  contracts. 

The  United  Automobile  Workers,  the  In¬ 


dustry’s  trade  tmlon,  said  that  It  had  fore¬ 
seen  that  there  would  be  serious  unemploy¬ 
ment  among  its  members,  but  it  added: 
“The  Chrysler  lay-off  serves  to  underline 
the  continuing  need  for  speeding  up  the 
movement  of  defence  work  into  the  factories 
now  being  shut  down  because  of  material 
restrictions.’’ 

Stiidebaker  laid  off  its  14,000  motor  work¬ 
ers  for  a  10-day  period  and  General  Motors 
planned  to  shut  down  most  of  its  factories 
from  July  28th  to  Avigust  6th  “to  prevent 
mass  lay-offs.” 

Ford  Motor  Co.,  which  predicted  that 
14,000  of  its  workers  will  be  idle  this  sum¬ 
mer,  said  that  “only  several  thousand"  have 
been  laid  off  so  far.  The  Hudson  Motor  Car 
Co’s  10,000  workers  have  not  worked  full 
time  for  some  live  weeks,  due  to  a  company 
shut-down  and  resulting  disputes. — B.U.P.

You  can’t  net 
so  much  produced  so  fa.st  with  socialistic 
methods  as  you  can  by  usinx  private  enter¬ 
prise  and  individual  Initiative.”

To  boost  salvage 

ESPITE  all  the  appeals,  there  is 
a  lot  of  scrap  metal  lying  about 
In  nooks  and  corners.  Everybody 
in  the  trade  knows  that,  and  it  is 
moreover  clear  that  most  of  it  will 
stay  where  it  is  unless  and  until  the 
drive  for  salvage  is  given  a  further 
and  powerful  boost.  That  would  have 
to  be  of  a  positive  character;  what 
people  evidently  need  is  a  stronger  in¬ 
centive  to  rout  the  stuff  out  and  let  it 
go  where  it  can  be  put  to  good  use. 
One  suggestion  that  has  been  made  is 
that  sellers  of  scrap  should  be  given 
priority  in  obtaining  parts  and  so  on 
that  are  in  short  supply.  This  would 
naturally  be  on  a  proportional  basis; 
the  more  salvage  produced,  the  greater 
the  value,  or  possibly  the  weight,  of 
the  items  that  would  be  obtainable  on 
priority.  That  sounds  a  fair  arrange¬ 
ment.  but  to  evolve  a  practical  scheme 
for  working  it  would  not  be  easy. 
What  about  those  who  have  already 
got  rid  of  all  theirs?  Or  those  who, 
for  one  reason  or  another,  could  not 
produce  as  much  as  the  man  down 
the  road?  Has  anybody  any  further 
ideas  about  this? 

What  do  you  know  .  .  .  ? 

EW  Scotland  Yard  has  issued 
a  statistical  analysis  of  the 
road  accidents  that  occurred 
during  last  year  in  the  Metropolitan 
Police  area.  It  can  only  be  described 
as  monumental  running  to  54  foolscap 
pages  of  close  type,  and  there  are 
coloured  maps  and  diagrams  as  well. 
Out  of  this  mass  of  material  I  have 
unearthed  a  point  that  is  of  particular 
Interest  to  the  trade.  It  is  that  there 
has  been  a  decline  in  the  number  of 


accidents  caused  by  mechanical  de¬ 
fects  in  vehicles.  Some  would  hardly 
have  expected  that,  considering  the 
difficulties  of  the  times,  but  the  1950 
figure  was  below  that  of  the  previous 
year,  and  a  lot  lower  than  that  for 
1948.  One  trusts  this  will  duly  be 
noted  by  the  alarmists. 

Cayley 

MONO  the  great  engineering 
pioneers  of  this  country,  there 
were  some  whose  names  have 
S|Ince  become  generally  forgotten.  A 
case  in  our  own  industry  has  only 
lately  come  to  light;  the  story  of  Dan 
Albone  was  but  little  known,  and  the 
importance  of  his  achievement  quite 
unrealised,  until  this  paper  first  drew 
attention  to  them.  Another  name 
that  has  meant  little  to  most  people  is 
that  of  Sir  George  Cayley,  who  lived 
between  1773  and  1857.  He  has  been 
called  the  father  of  aviation,  and  un¬ 
doubtedly  laid  the  foundations  of 
modern  aeronautical  science.  The  fact 
that  he  had  to  content  himself  with 
theorising  was  because  he  realised  that 
practical  flight  was  impossible  until  a 
suitable  type  of  engine  became  avail¬ 
able.  One  is  glad  to  know  that  the 
town  of  Scarborough  is  holding  an  ex¬ 
hibition  in  honour  of  Cayley. 

Gunpowder  as  fuel 

HIS  “Adventure  of  Flight”  show 
was  opened  by  our  friend  Lord 
Brabazon.  and  will  continue  until 
September  22nd.  Many  readers  will 
no  doubt  wish  to  see  it.  and  it  should 
further  be  pointed  out  that  Cayley’s 
researches  were  not  confined  to  the 
air.  He  built  an  internal  combustion 
engine,  using  gunpowder  as  fuel,  and 
forecast  that  the  motor  of  the  future 
would  run  on  “an  essence  of  tar,” 
which  seems  a  near-enough  descrip¬ 
tion  of  benzole  at  any  rate.  'He  also 
worked  on  the  hot-air  engine,  on 
which  research  has  now  been  revived. 
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day  a  youth  of  40  cannot  get  a  job.  If 
that  unfortunate  thing  should  happen  to 
me,  sooner  than  be  beaten,  I  would  go  round 
repairing  pots  and  pans,  or  selling  bits  of 
string.  The  worst  thing  that  can  happen  is 
to  lose  heart.  ' 

I  know  there  are  quite  a  lot  of  imder-40s 
in  Jobs  in  which  they  do  not  want  to  be  in 
danger  of  someone  who  may  really  know  the 
Job  better.  But  did  not  we  all  think  in  our 
younger  days  that  we  knew  it  all?

“Don’t  Scrap  These  Men” 

Sir,— Re  your  Terse  Talk  in  the  issue  dated 
June  31  th.  Is  one  to  believe  that  these  are 
isolated  cases?  We,  as  a  firm  established 
over  5C  years  ago,  are  only  concerned  with 
age  where  it  is  on  the  young  side,  or  obvi¬ 
ously  t<x>  old  physically  to  stand  up  to 
manual  lalxiur.  And  40  is  definitely  not  too 
old. 

A  letter  on  similar  lines  appeared  in  the 
“Sunday  Graphic”  some  months  ago  under 
the  heading  “Too  old  at  54.”  We  replied  to 
the  “Sunday  Graphic,”  who,  much  to  our 
surprise,  published  our  reply  in  which  we 
offered  Jobs  to  over  64s. 

The  Editor  apparently  received  two  replies 
only  which,  with  hoi>e,  he  kindly  forwarded 
to  us.  Following  one  letter  direct,  we  inter¬ 
viewed  lx>th,  and  although  they  had  no  ex¬ 
perience  offered  to  train  them  as  pump 
attendants  at  a  reasonable  wage  and  at  rea- 
.sonable  hours.  Unfortunately,  ixith  turned 
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down  the  Job  because  of  a  12-inile  journey 
to  work.  We  can  understand  the  journey 
difficulty — ^but  only  two  replies,  with  their 
huge  circulation! 

We  hope  some  of  the  over-40s  who  have 
mechanical  experience  and  can  do  a  job 
properly  will  not  give  up  hope.  We  welcome 
them,  providing  they  realise  that  there  is  a 
maximum  price  that  may  be  charged  for 
every  job,  and  that  there  are  still  many  firms 
with  the  first  principle  that  the  job  must 
be  right  ultimately.  Speed  of  operation  is 
a  secondary  consideration,  but  one  upon 
which  their  remuneration  must  to  an  extent 
depend. 

Reliable  mechanics  up  to  60  at  least  can 
school  the  younger  ones  in  the  workshop, 
and  surely  the  repair  Industry  was  built  up 
In  this  manner  before  technical  schools  and 
^prentice  schemes  reached  the  pre.sent-day 
afflclency.

Sir, — I  much  appreciate  Mr.  O.  Lewis’s 
moderate  and  fair  appraisal  (June  23rd 
issue)  of  the  reports  which  have  appeared 
to  date  on  the  Champion  “In  Search  of  Ser¬ 
vice”  national  survey,  and  would  suggest  he 
obtains  a  copy  of  the  printed  report  in 
which  the  full  facts  and  conclusions  are  set 
out. 

Callers  who  are  receiving  the  “little  extra” 
in  the  shape  of  tyre  inflation,  windscreen 
cleaning  or  minor  adjustments  would  natur¬ 
ally  have  no  objection  to  drawing  away  from 
tlie  pumps  so  that  the  next  man  following 
might  receive  his  share  of  attention. 

An  Important  point  in  Mr.  Lewis’s  letter 
is  worthy  of  special  reply.  The  Parliamen¬ 
tary  Secretary  to  the  Ministry  of  Transport 
has  stressed  to  the  Motor  Agents’  Associa¬ 
tion  that  the  appalling  list  of  casualties 
could  have  been  modified  by  more  careful 
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driv.ng  and  better  mechanioftl  condition  ot 
the  vehicle. 

Mechanical  faults  are  obvious  contribut¬ 
ing  factors  of  driving  to  the  public  danger, 
and  the  fact  that  leading  officials  of  the 
Royal  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Acci¬ 
dents  and  the  Metropolitan  Police  were  en¬ 
thusiastic  supporters  of  our  recent  confer¬ 
ence  is  conclusive  evidence  of  the  fairness 
of  our  conclusions.

Humber  Engines :  Early  Motor  Cycles 

Sir, — Hoping  that  the  teeth  of  the  junior 
Dragon  of  Hereford  have  been  drawn,  and 
with  salutations  to  him  and  his  revered 
parent,  I  think  that  the  answer  to  the  ques- 
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tion  (page  834,  June  30lh  issue)  he  asKs  can 
only  be  somewhat  problematical. 

There  were  many  engine  sizes  and  types 
in  the  early  progress  of  Humber  cars;  more¬ 
over,  the  company  did  not  always  make  their 
own  engines.  However,  the  disinterred  cylin¬ 
der,  having  a  T-head,  and  therefore  pre¬ 
sumably  fitted  with  mechanically-operated 
inlet  and  exhaust  valves,  might  be  dated  as 
about  1902-3. 

The  96  mm.  cylinder  may  have  been  re- 
bored  to  that  diameter,  for  we  put  plenty  of 
metal  Into  our  castings  in  those  days,  and 
the  barrels  could  be  shaved  more  than  once. 
It  should  be  remembered  also  that  numbers 
produced  1,  2  and  4cyl.  models,  with  various 
cy  1 1  nder-dlameters. 

i  Referring  to  "Student’s”  observations 
(page  709,  Jime  23rd)  there  can  be  no  ques¬ 
tion  that  early  motor  cycle  frames  were  de- 
f  vel<H>ed  directly  from  the  diamond  style 
i  I>edal  cycle.  Many  variations  have  naturally 
i  been  introduced  during  the  past  50  years, 
I  but  the  majority  of  modern  motor  bicycles 
have  framework  based  obviously  on  that  of 
the  old  diamond  safety  bicycle.  The  loop 
frame  is  dead  as  the  dodo.

Tests  For  Old  Cars

thought  to  demanding  a  certificate  of  road- 
worthiness  from  an  “approved  garage”  be¬ 
fore  Insuring  an  old  car. 

No  indication  is  given  in  the  report  of  the 
speech  as  to  what  is  to  be  regarded  as  an 
“old  c*u:."  Views  on  this  differ  very  con¬ 
siderably  between  Insurance  offices.  Some 
regard  a  car  as  “old”  after  ten  years,  others 
after  12  years,  and  so  on. 

We  Insure  some  hundreds  of  “old  cars,” 
and  are  most  strongly  opposed  to  any  sug¬ 
gestion  that  motorists  should  be  forced  to 
go  to  particular  garages  before  they  can 
obtain  insurance  for  their  cars.  We  con¬ 
tend  tliat  this  is  an  entirely  unnecessary 
restriction  on  the  rights  and  freedom  of  the 
motoring  public. 

If  a  report  is  required  on  the  condition  of 
his  car,  then  the  motorist  should  be  allowed 
to  go  to  the  garage  which  normally  looks 
after  the  car  for  him.

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Trouble  boils 

HAT  Britain's  nationalised  trans¬ 
port  system  is  in  a  poor  way 
must  be  apparent  to  everybody. 
Complaints  of  the  service  given  by 
B.R.S.,  and  of  their  charges,  are  con¬ 
stant.  Quite  evidently,  too,  there  Is 
something  very  seriously  wrong  with 
their  personnel  management.  There 
is  a  good  deal  of  discontent  among 
drivers,  while  recent  police  court  cases 
show  that  their  standard  of  conduct 
on  the  road  leaves  very  much  to  be 
desired.  B.R.S.  have  received  some 
sharp  criticisms  from  benches. 

It  would  be  an  exaggeration  to  say  that 
the  railways  are  going  from  decay  to  deso¬ 
lation.  although  it  Is  true  that  more  and 
more  branch  lines  are  being  closed.  Again, 
there  is  marked  dissatisfaction  both  among 
users  and  employees,  which  Is  strongly  in¬ 
creasing  among  the  latter. 

Mixed  medicines 

The  situation  is  worsening,  clearly.  Have 
you  noticed,  by  the  way,  that  the  Labour 
Party  now  realises  that  nationalisation  is 
far  from  popular?  One  of  their  official 
publications  on  the  subject  Is  careful  to 
refer  to  it  throughout  as  “public  owner¬ 
ship.”  Same  thing,  of  course,  but  it  may 
sound  less  objectionable! 

Unless  the  drift  is  checked,  something 
very  like  a  wholesale  breakdown  will  occur. 
Let  it  not  be  forgotten  that  the  failure 
of  the  nationalised  transport  system  was 
among  the  factors  that  contributed  towards 
the  downfall  of  Germany  in  the  last  war. 
That  was  brought  about  not  only  by  the 
military  might  of  the  Allies,  but  internal 
weaknesses  as  well. 

The  question  is  as  to  what  can  be  done 
to  avert  this  danger.  Should  the  Opposi¬ 
tion  parties  come  into  power  at  the  next 
election,  we  know  the  broad  line  they  would 
take.  But  our  present  .rulers  are  an  enigma. 
^The  Socialist  trumpet  gives  an  uncertain 
*so\md. 

Consider  two  quite  recent  utterances.  One, 
by  a  trade  union  official,  was  an  attack 
on  the  usual  lines,  upon  C-llcence  operators. 


&  TRACTOR  BUSIMESS 

Like  others  of  his  kind,  he  demanded 
further  curtailment  of  their  freedom. 

On  the  other  hand,  Aneurin  Sevan  has 
been  declaring  in  Parliament  that.  If  the 
State  cannot  do  a  job  properly,  private 
enterprise  should  be  given  the  chance  to 
get  on  with  it.  A  less  likely  advocate  of 
that  commonsense  policy  would  indeed  be 
difficult  to  think  of.  and  one  can  only 
imagine  that  “Nye”  must  have  affiicted  his 
friends  of  the  extreme  Left  with  the  coldest 
of  shudders. 

Repeat  of  history? 

These  things  indicate  that  Laboiu*  poli¬ 
ticians  are  now  very  divided  in  immediate 
aims,  and  in  many  cases  probably  far  from 
clear  as  to  what  they  are  really  at.  Be 
that  as  it  may,  what  is  certain  is  that  the 
transport  problem  can  be  solved  rather  by 
a  return  to  private  enterprise  than  on  the 
principle  of  “more  Socialism,  not  less.” 

Some  readers  will  recall  that,  when  the 
country’s  highway  system  bogged-down  in 
the  eighteenth  century,  the  situation  was 
saved  by  private  enterprise,  in  the  form 
of  the  Turnpike  Tnjsts.  They  provided 
better  roads  than  the  civilised  world  had 
seen  before,  and  accordingly  served  their 
purpose  where  successive  governments  had 
failed.  Much  the  same  thing  may  happen 
again  over  transport,  and.  Indeed,  if  It  does 
not  the  outlook  Is  grim. 

To  bring  about  the  desired  change,  edu¬ 
cative  propaganda  is  required.  Undoubtedly 
it  is  likely  to  cost  a  lot  of  money,  but 
would  be  a  good  deal  cheaper  than  the 
expense  that  wovild  be  involved  by  anything 
approaching  a  major  breakdown

At  least  one  leading  figure  In  the  motor 
Industry  is  optimistic  about  an  early 
about-face  in  the  home  market  car 
situation,  and  he  is  none  other  than  Chair¬ 
man  and  Managing  Director  L.  P.  I^rd.  of 
the  Austin  Motor  Co. 

"I  believe  that  time  to  be  not  too  far 
away,”  he  said  at  Derby  on  Tuesday,  speak¬ 
ing  at  a  lunch  given  by  Kennlngs.  Ltd., 
during  their  Austin  Festival  Show. 

Mr.  Lord  declared  that  the  time  was  com¬ 
ing  when  they  would  find  it  difficult  to  sell 
all  the  cars  produced,  and  they  must  be 
prepared  for  that  time  by  miisterinK  all  the 
customer  xoodwill  that  was  possible. 

Presiding  at  the  lunch  and  proposing  a 
toast  to  the  Austin  Motor  Co.,  to  which 
Mr.  Lord  was  replying.  Sir  George  Kenning. 
Chairman  and  Managing  Director  of  Ken¬ 
nlngs.  Ltd.,  had  set  the  ball  rolling  by  saying 
that  as  sure  as  night  followed  day,  the 
time  would  come  when  cars  would  be  avail¬ 
able.  and  the  retail  trade  had  got  to  be 
certain  that  they  had  not  lost  the  art  of 
I  salesmanship. 

The  present  time  was  one  for  patience  and 
[tact  In  dealing  with  customers. 


but  would  there  be  a  change  of  heart  (on 
the  part  of  the  workers)  ?  A  change  of 
government  would  certainly  mean  more  in¬ 
dustrial  trouble  for  a  few  years. 

“But  I  believe  we  have  got  to  have  it,” 
Mr.  Lord  went  on.  “I  believe  that  tem¬ 
porarily  things  are  going  to  get  worse.” 

He  then  expressed  the  view  that  we  were 
selling  things  overseas  at  prices  that  were 
far  too  low.  This  was  giving  away  capital 
abroad. 

Then  he  came  to  the  future,  and  his  first 
words  were  that,  faced  with  rising  costs, 
car  prices  were  likely  to  rise,  bat  It  looked 
as  though  discounts  were  going  to  be  frozen. 

After  sounding  his  rather  optimistic  note 
about  the  likelihood  of  better  home  market 
conditions  before  very  long.  Mr.  Lord  de¬ 
clared:  "If  the  manufacturers  could  put 
their  whole  production  into  the  home 
market,  how  long  would  it  last?  .  .  .  About 
two  months!” 


AI'STIN  “T”  SOON? 

What  was  wanted  was  more  competition 
among  the  manufacturers  and  on  the  retail 
side. 

Mr.  Lord’s  closing  words  were  a  hint  of 
Austin’s  plans  for  the  future.  “One  or  two 
new  models  are  round  the  corner  .  .  .  and 
the  new  .Austin  ‘7’  Is  getting  along  very 
nicely,  thank  you.”  he  -said,  and  added  that 
it  might  appear  at  this  year’s  Motor  Show — 
but  it  might  not! 

Final  toast  at  the  lunch  was  to  the  guests, 
proposed  by  General  Manager  Frank  Ken¬ 
ning.  of  Kennlngs,  Ltd.,  who  referred  to 
Mr.  Lord  as  “£.  leading  exponent  of  capi¬ 
talist  private  enterprise.”  Reply  to  this 
toast  was  by  II.  Sanderson,  of  Sanderson 
and  Holmes.  Ltd.,  of  Derby.  < 

For  their  Festival  Show,  Kennlngs.  Ltd., 
had  on  display  a  range  of  Austin  vehicles.

Of  the  present,  he  hsid  rather  more  to 
say,  beginning  with  home  deliveries:  "They 
are  not  bad  because  we  want  to  make  them 
bad:  they  are  bad  because  this  country  has 
got  to  export  all  it  can. 

“How  do  we  get  out  of  it  and  get  cars 
on  the  home  market?  Some  people  think 
a  change  of  government  would  put  things 
right — but.  would  It?"

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TOLD  THAT  CAR  WAS  SOUND 

CUSTOMER  GETS  DAMAGES  AGAINST 
DEALER 

Claiming  that  four  days  after  buying  a 
secondhand  car.  It  completely  broke  down 
and  had  to  be  towed  into  a  garage,  Robert 
Ollflllan,  a  wireless  dealer,  of  Worthing,  was 
awarded  £111  7s.  2d.  damages  by  Judge 
Blagden,  at  Westminster  County  Court. 

Mr.  Gllflllan  was  suing  Ernest  Frederick 
Wright,  trading  as  Mayfair  Country  Cars, 
of  Georges  Yard,  Grosvenor  Square,  W.l, 
for  damages  for  breach  of  warranty. 

Mr.  Gllflllan  said  that  as  the  result  of 
seeing  an  advertisement  he  went  to  London 
and  saw  defendant.  He  examined  a  Citroen 
1939  car  and  was  told  by  defendant  that 
the  car  was  perfectly  sound.  After  a  short 
trial  rtm,  he  agreed  to  buy  the  car  for  £400. 
At  a  later  date,  he  paid  the  price,  and  de¬ 
fendant  assured  him  the  car  was  basically 
sound. 

On  the  way  to  Worthing  he  noticed  steam 
coming  from  the  front  of  the  car.  Four 
days  later  the  car  stopped  completely,  and 
he  had  since  paid  about  £155  in  repairs. 

John  Poxon,  director  of  the  Worthing 
Motor  Company,  Ltd.,  gave  evidence  that 
the  cylinder  block  of  the  car  was  cracked. 

.>Ir.  Wright  said  he  pointed  out  to  Mr. 
Gllflllan  that  it  was  not  by  any  means  a 
new  car.  He  knew  nothing  about  the 
cracks  in  the  cylinder  block.  If  he  had 
known,  he  would  not  have  bought  the  car. 

*’I  said  It  was  a  very  soimd  runner,  and 
that  It  was  an  11-year-old  car,”  he  told 
Judge  Blagden.  “That’s  all  you  can  say 
about  secondhand  cars  these  days.”

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CAUSES  OF  BREAKDOWNS 


A. A.  ANALYSIS 

The  Automobile  Association  computes 
that  the  odds  are  approximately  15  to  1 
against  the  average  A.A.  member  having  a 
breakdown  with  his  car  In  any  one  year — 
a  high  tribute  to  the  reliability  of  British 
cars,  bearing  in  mind  that  more  than 
1,635,000  of  the  3,236,500  private  cars  on  tlie 
road  are  at  least  twelve  years  old. 

In  the  12  months  ended  June  30th,  1951, 
some  73,000  breakdown  cases  were  handled, 
and  an  analysis  of  these  cases  shows  that 
the  most  frequent  causes  of  trouble  were 
flat  batteries  (18.7%),  and  punctures 
(14.9%). 

Electrical  faults  totalled  45.7%;  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  flat  batteries,  they  included  ignition 
(6.3%),  and  lights,  wiring  and  fuses  (5.5%). 
Under  the  general  heading  of  fuel  troubles 
were  running  out  of  petrol  (6.5%),  blocked 
petrol  feed  (3.1%),  carburetter  (2.6%),  and 
petrol  pump  (2.4%). 

Among  mechanical  breakdowns  the  most 
common  were  jammed  starters  (3.7%). 
Clutch  and  gearbox  failures  accounted  for 
3.5%  and  3.3%  respectively.  Transmission 
troubles  numbered  3.4%,  and  Included, 
broken  back  axle  half-shafts  (2.4%).  ^

“POOR  REWARD  FOR  OUR  TRADE’S  WAR  EFFORT” 

S  M.T.A.  COMMENTS  ON  GOVT.  POLICY 


MOTORISTS  IIAKSHLY  TREATKI) 
yO  -section  of  the  community  has 
1^1  received  hor.sher  treatment  at  the 
^  hands  of  successive  Chancellors 
than  the  family  motorist;  and,  as  a  direct 
consequence,  no  trade  has  had  less  encour¬ 
agement  in  the  way  of  easement  of  burdens 
than  the  motor  trade.  A  poor  reward,  in 
truth,  for  the  magniflcent  effort  put  forth 
by  the  vehicle  manufacturing  industry  and 
the  retail  trade  during  the  late  war.” 

So  say  the  Scottish  Motor  Trade  Associa¬ 
tion  in  their  annual  ^report,  presented  to 
members  at  the  a.g.m.  of  the  association 
recently.  Much  of  the  report  has.  of  course, 
already  appeared  in  “The  G.  and  M.A."  when 
it  was  news,  but  the  following  comments 
are  worthy  of  recording: — 

100  per  cent.  Filling  Stations.  —  At  a 
special  meeting,  one  of  the  major  petrol 
companies  had  explained  that  his  company’s 
“solo-site"  policy  would  mean  more  business 
for  the  garage  concerned,  and  lower  distri¬ 
bution  costs  for  the  company.  The  aim 
was  not  to  Increase  the  volume  of  sales  to 
the  trade,  said  the  company.  They  would 
be  satisfied  to  maintain  their  present  level, 
and  their  avowed  intention  was  not  to  “bid” 
for  output  points. 

“STAGGERING  OFFERS” 

“Since  that  meeting,”  says  the  report, 
“the  council  have  been  advised  from  time 
to  time  of  extraordinary — sometimes  stag¬ 
gering — offers  made  by  various  distributing 
companies  eager  to  increase  their  ranks  of 
hundred-percenters.  If  some  of  the  reports 
are  true,  one  wonders  if  the  wholesale  price 
of  petrol  will  not  rise  to  meet  the  distribut¬ 
ing  companies’  increa.sed  costs.  If  no  rise 
occurs,  the  question  one  Immediately  asks 
is:  Could  not  <‘osts  have  been  reduced  In 
the  past  and  a  lictter  margin  granted? 

’“The  council  have  decided  that  no  de¬ 
finite  line  of  action  can  be  recommended  to 
the  body  of  the  members.  Each  one  must 
weigh  the  advantages  against  the  disadvan¬ 
tages.  and  make  up  his  own  mind  whether 
or  not  to  support  one  company  to  the 
exclusion  of  all  others.” 

New  Filling  Stations. — The  larger  petrol 
distributing  companies  are  holding  the  asso¬ 


ciation  in  greater  respect  as  regards  bulk 
supplies  to  new  filling  stations — particularly 
in  spiU'sely  populated  districts.  Following 
representations  by  the  association,  a  num¬ 
ber  of  ’Town  and  Country  Planning  Com¬ 
mittees  have  agreed  to  co-operate  with  the 
S.M.T.A.  in  the  case  of  applications  to  erect 
new  filling  stations.  "Whilst  there  is  no 
question  of  restraint  of  trade,  there  is  ob¬ 
viously  no  benefit  to  be  derived  from  the 
appearance  of  new  filling  stations  in  areas 
already  amply  covered,”  states  the  report. 

CHANGES  OF  ST ATI S 

nistribiition  Scheme. — ^The  council  do  not 
support  the  regulations  laid  down  for  fixing 
terms  to  traders  who  are  upgraded  or  down¬ 
graded  in  classification.  It  is  understood 
that,  due  to  legal  technicalities,  the  regula¬ 
tions  require  to  be  framed  in  the  manner 
in  which  they  appear  in  the  Distribution 
Scheme. 

Accounts. — Expenditure  for  the  year  to 
March  31st.  1951,  was  £7,272  against  £9,564. 
Some  of  the  contributing  items  were:  tra¬ 
velling  expenses,  £714  (£688);  secretaries’ 
salaries,  £2,187  (£1,720);  printing  and  sta¬ 
tionery,  £826  (£817);  H.Q.  wages,  beating, 
rent.  £1,063  (£771);  local  centres,  £542 

(£333).  A  total  of  £6,638  was  received  from 
subscriptions  (£6,406).

WAKEFIELD’S  RECORD  YEAR 


MORE  FUNDS  SOUGHT 

SPEAKING  at  the  34th  annual  general 
meeting  of  C.  C.  Wakefield  and  Co..  Ltd., 
Chairman  L.  W.  Farrow,  C.B.E.,  said  the 
results  for  1950  surpassed  those  of  the 
previous  record  year,  1949. 

Their  new  works  at  Stanlow  were  almost 
completed,  and  were  producing  the  major 
proportion  of  the  output  of  lubricating  oils 
of  the  several  works  of  the  group.  The  new 
works  Included  a  modern  chemical  plant  for 
the  manufacture  of  special  additives,  some 
of  which  had  previously  been  purchased 
from  dollar  sources. 

An  Important  section  of  the  works  would 
produce  lubricating  grefuses  for  the  group. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  a  considerable 
proportion  of  the  profits  had  been  ploughed 
back  Into  the  business  during  the  past  few 
years,  the  company  was  in  need  of  further 
fimds  to  finance  the  ever-growing  business. 

The  consolidated  balance  sheet  for  1950 
showed  a  trading  profit  for  the  group  of 
£1,667,931,  an  Increase  of  £216,756  on  1949. 
Nett  profit  of  C.  C.  Wakefield  and  Co.,  Ltd., 
at  £483,035,  showed  a- decrease  of  £5,771 
compared  with  1949,  but  this  was  after 
leaving  £63,711  in  subsidiary  companies, 
compared  with  £4.524  in  1949. 

Recommended  final  dividend  on  ordinary 
stock  was  27i  per  cent.,  less  Income  tax.

Edward  George  Eric  Ford,  F.IAI.I.,  was  a 
great  and  kindly  character;  a  self-reliant 
man.  with  high  business  principles  founded 
on  original  thinking  moulded  by  practical 
experience,  who  had  the  courage  and  ability 
to  act  up  to  them.  In  other  words,  he  was 
an  individualist  of  a  type  now,  imfortun- 
ately,  become  rare.  Britain’s  motor  industry 
has  been  deprived  of  a  precious  source  of 
Influence  for  good  by  his  death,  but,  against 
this  loss,  has  benefited  endurlngly  by  his 
having  lived  in  it. 

Among  the  many  advantages  of  editing 
"The  Garage  and  Motor  Agent”  are  the 
friendships  that  it  brings.

NICKEL-PUTE  ANOMAUES 

•‘GRAVE  EXPORT  DISADVANTAGE” 

During  discussion  on  a  motion  to  annul 
the  ‘‘Nickel  Prohibited  Uses  Order,  1951," 
in  the  House  of  Commons  last  week.  Colonel 
Banks  emphasised  that  some  manufacturers 
were  going  to  be  put  at  a  grave  disadvantage 
with  other  exporting  countries  as  a  result 
of  the  order. 

He  Instanced  anomalies  in  the  order 
whereby  it  would  be  possible  to  nickel-plate 
the  radiator  of  a  car  but  not  the  head¬ 
lamps,  the  bumper  bar,  but  not  the  electric 
horn,  and  the  hub  plate  but  not  the  rear 
light. 

Other  members  of  the  Opposition  severely 
criticised  the  order,  but  the  motion  was 
eventually  withdrawn. 

Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the  Minister 
of  Supply,  Mr.  Michael  Stewart,  said  he 
did  not  know  why  one  article  on  a  motor 
car  was  nickel-plated  and  another  was  not. 
‘‘There  we  followed  the  advice  of  the  trade 
Itself,”  he  said.  "No  doubt,  tliere  were 
special  reasons  for  it.”

Age  of  paperwork 

Ever  get  cross  about  clerical 
errors?  Of  course  you  do  if  you 
are  closely  concerned  with  office 
work. 

The  office  system  expert  sells  you 
well-nigh  infallible  methods  of  mak¬ 
ing.  sorting  and  filing  records.  The 
bigger  your  establishment,  the  greater 
the  probability  of  a  grand  display  of 
“foolproof”  equipment. 

Proud  bosses  preen  themselves  as 
they  point  to  their  elaborate  station¬ 
ery  and  variegated  analyses  sheets.  In 
this  background  (mathematical) 
figures  sprout  like  .daisies  and  are 
shepherded  by  endless  forms  into 
providing  self-checking  infallible  data. 
Perhaps. 

The  younger  you  are,  the  easier  it  is 


for  the  Age  of  Paperwork  to  cast  its 
spell.  Forms  are  weaved  with  in¬ 
creased  skill  and  cunning,  whilst 
mechanisation  positively  toys  with 
trifles  like  a  national  census. 

Certain  professions  pride  themselves 
on  the  deadly  accuracy  of  their 
clerical  work.  It  is  a  tradition,  and 
three  examples  fly  to  mind;  banking 
is  one,  accountancy  is  another,  and 
the  precision  of  lawyers  is  proverbial. 
The  motor  trade  might  be  a  fourth, 
but  I  wouldn’t  know,  of  course. 

Somehow,  the  older  you  are  and  the 
greater  the  width  of  your  practical  ex¬ 
perience,  the  more  tolerant  you  tend 
to  become  of  clerical  errors.  Provid¬ 
ing.  of  course,  that  the  same  machine, 
process  or  individual,  is  not  the  main 
source  of  them. 

Bosses  can  be  very  two-faced  over 
this  matter,  and  here  I  know  I’m  on 
the  bull’s-eye.  They  may  possess,  and 
use  unmercifully,  the  authority  to  flay 
alive  some  poor  miserable  clerk  or 
senior  assistant  who  has  fallen  by  the 
wayside  in  making  an  error. 

Big  bloomer  breeders 

Yet  this  selfsame  boss  may  be  the 
biggest  error  breeder  in  the  establish¬ 
ment,  and  a  perfect  pest.  Half  the 
errors  may  originate  in  his  dozy 
stories.  But  how  many  clerks,  in 
junior  positions,  hoping  for  promotion, 
can  afford  to  stand  up  to  this  sort 
of  boss?  Instead,  they  take  the  un¬ 
merited  rap. 

It  is  quite  an  involved  subject.  In 
the  garage,  the  boss’s  whirlwind  can 
expend  itself  in  a  few  minutes,  leav¬ 
ing  quite  a  small  trail.  In  large-scale 
factory  work  a  little  error  by  Flippant 
Fanny,  unless  trapped,  can  do  endless
